“ Her Majesty's government has given the 
only conceivable reply to the extraordinary 
telegram addressed to it by Steyn and 
Kruger, and the declaration will be hailed 
with profound satisfaction throughout the 
empire. Few of us at home doubted what 
the essential conditions of any future settle- 
ment in south Africa must be, but our loyal 
fellow-subjects in Cape Colony and Natal, 
who served the common cause with such 
splendid devotion throughout the war, have 
not been free from anxiety lest the follies 
‘of 1881 be repeated. 

“The correspondence read in both Houses 
of Parliament yesterday will go far to re- 
lieve the dpprehensions that have haunted 
them. 

“Upon Steyn and Kruger the answer of 
the Cabinet is not perhaps likely to have 
much effect, as they must have both fore- 
seen perfectly well what its purport must 
necessarily be. They cannot expect their im- 
pudent demand for peace on terms dictated 
by themselyes to succeed and they will not 
therefore be disappointed by the rebuff re- 
ceived,

SUNDAY ISSUE IN PARIS: 


ASSOCIATION WANTS OBSERV- 
ANCE IN AMERICAN SECTION. 


Commissioner General Ferdinand W. 
Peck Declines to Make Sabbatari- 
ans Promises Further than to Say 
That He Will Do What He Can—At- 
titude of the French Government to 
Be Considered—W. T. Baker Favors 
Opening All the Week. 


The Sunday observance agitation which 
preceded the World's Fair in Chicago bids 
fair to be repeated in some degree in the 
case of the Paris exposition. Commissioner 
General Peck has received many petitions 
to have the United States building closed 
on Sunday, and the Sabbath association is 
endeavoring to obtain from him a promise 
to close the American offices on Sunday. As 
the Paris exposition opens on Easter Sun- 
day it will be almost impossible to close 
the offices on that day. Mr. Peck has as- 
sured the association that he will do as 
much as is consistent with due regard for 
the French government. 

So far as is known in the Chicago office 
there has been no decision. It is thought 
probable that when the exposition is under 
way as little work as possible will be done 
on Sunday in the American offices. 

“Mr. Peck has had the matter under 
consideration for some time,” said Acting 
Director Willard A. Smith yesterday.

VIEWS OF THE POWERS, 


LONDON, March 18.—The United States 
Chargé d'Affaires, Henry White, received 
from Lord Salisbury at the Foreign office 
this evening a formal reply from the British 
government declining the good offices of the 
United States in regard to peace. 

At a conference earlier in the day Mr. 
White informed the Premier that he had 
been instructed by his government to proffer 
the services of the United States as mediator 
in the war between Great Britain and the 
Transvaal and Orange Free State, the ac- 
tion of America being taken at the express 
request of President Kruger ahd President 
Steyn. 


Declination Is Brief. 


The interview between Mr. White and 
Lord Salisbury was exceedingly brief, the 
Premier confining himself to a courteous 
verbal declination, without entering into de- 
tails. 

The reprasediaiinen made to Great Britain 
were so put that they assumed nothing of a 
desire to intervene, but simply transmitted 
the communications made to United States 
Qonsul Adelbert S. Hay at Pretoria, with the 
accompanying assurances that anything the 
State department could do in the interests of 
peace would be gladly undertaken. 


_ Done as Favor to Kruger. 

‘The offer of mediation ae from 
Pretoria, where Mr. Hay, with the other 
Consuls, subsequent to Kruger 
and Steyn sending their peace ¢cablegram to 
Lord Salisbury, were asked to| endeavor to 


secure the good offices of their respective 


governments, apparently with the view of 
bringing outside influence to bear upon Lord 
Salisbury’s reply to the Boer overtures. 
These seem to have been fruitless, except 
in the instance of the United States Consul, 
whose representations to Secretary Hay 
were forwarded on March 12 to the United 
States Embassy in London, with instruc- 
tions which were duly observed. 

As the Boer overtures had already been 
answered to the effect that no propositions 
including the retention of the fepublics’ in- 
dependence could be considered, the pres- 
entation of the American offer was too late, 
but the Premier apparently deemed ita mat- 
ter of sufficient importance to put himself 
oh record with a formal reply | 


Messages Read to Parliament. 

The telegrams from Presidents Kruger 
and Steyn to the Marquis of Salisbury were 
read in beth Houses of Parliament today. 

In the House of Lords the Premier read 
the government’s reply Kruger 
and Steyn, the concluditig senténce of which 
is as follows: 
-‘* Her Majesty’s government can only 
answer your Honors’ telegram by saying 
it ig not prepared te assent to the independ- 
ence of either the South Afri¢an Republic 
or the Orange Free State.” 


Official Statement of Case. 


A parliamentary paper containing the tel- 
égrams sent to the British government by 
the Presidents of the South Affican Repub- 
lic and the Orange Free State, and Great 
Britain's reply thereto, was issued this 
afternoon. It first gives the telegram sent 
by the two Presidents to the Marquis of 
Salisbury as follows:

FOREIGN OFFICE, March 11.—I have the honor 
to acknowledge your honors’ telegram, dated 
March 5, from Bloemfontein, of which the pur- 
port is principally to demand that her Majesty's 
government shall recognize ‘‘ the incontestable 
independence "’ of the South Affican Republic 
and Free State as ‘sovereign! international 
states’ and to offer on those terns to bring the 
war io a conclusion. a? 

Ip the beginning of October last peace existed 
between her Majesty and the two republics under 
conventions which then were in) oxistence. A 
discussion had been proceeding far some months 
between her Majesty's government and the South 
African Republic, of which,the object was to ob- 
tain redress fo certain serious stievances under 
which the British’ residents of south Africa were 
suffering. 

In the course of these

In anticipation of these operations the South 
African Republic had been accumulating for many 
years past military stores on an enormous seale, 
which by their character could only have been in- 
tended for use against Great Britain. 

Your Honors make some observations of a nega- 
tive character upon the object with which these 
preparations were made. I do not think it neces- 
sary to discuss the questions you haye raised. 
But the result of these preparations, carried on 
with great secrecy, has been that the British em- 
pire has been compelled to confront an invasion 
which has entailed upon the empire a costly war 
and the loss of thousands of precious lives. This 
great calamity has been the penalty Great Britain 
has suffered for having of recent years acquiesced 
to the existence of the two republics. In view 
of the uses to which the two republics have put 
the position which was given them, and the 
calamities their unprovoked attacks have in- 
flicted on her Majesty’s dominions, her Majesty’s 
government can only answer your Honors’ tele- 
gram by saying that they are not prepared to 
assent to the independence either of the South 
African Republic or the Orange Free State. 


Attitude of United States. 

Washington, D. C., March 18.—Up to the 
time the Cabinet meeting adjourned today 
no answer had been reecived from the 
British government, to the representations 
made through Mr. Choate, touching the 
restoration of peace in south Africa. In view 
of this fact, it was decided by the Cabinet, 
upon an explanation of the case by Secre- 
tary Hay, that it would not be proper at 
present to make any statement relative to 
the part which the United States government 
is taking in the effort to terminate the war. 

It is held that whatever matter is to be 


| made public touching the peace negotiations 


must emanate from one ofthe principals, 
Great Britain or the south African republics, 
and the United States, being nothing more 
than an intermediary, is not justified in be- 
traying the secrets of the principals. 

It is stated again on the highest authority 
that in its present capacity the United States 
government is not a mediator, but fs simply 
a go-between.”’ 

Not a single proposition to serve as a basis 
of a peace agreement between Great Britain 
and the Boer republics was set out in the 
communication to Lord Salisbury. All that 
was ventured in this first overture was an 
inquiry as to what Great Britain was likely 
to demand as the price of stopping the war. 

To have gone further, and have proposed 
terms On our own account, might have 
placed the United States in the position of an 


uninvited mediator. 


Public View in London.

LONDON, March 13.—The British reply to 
the Kruger and Steyn dispatch was hailed 
with approval by the jingo sentiment. The 
nature of that reply was a foregone con- 
clusion, but it was felt that the Presidents 
had attained their end in extracting the 
British announcement that their extinction 
as independent States was the object of the 
British policy. It is now believed the Boers 
will fight on indefinitely. 

It is said here that a further reply from 
Steyn and Kruger, through Washington, 
was handed Salisbury today by Chargé 
d’Affaires White, which is said to ¢onsist of 
a solemn decianation that the Boer republics 
had now no option except to put forth their 
utmost resources to defend their threatened 
independence at all costs, and throwing on 
Great Britain the responsibility for the con- 
sequences. 


France Will Not Volunteer.

PARIS, March 13.—A number of Senators 
and. Deputies and members of the Cabinet 
interviewed today give the impression that 
France will not take the initiative in inter- 
vention, as‘she has too many dormant con- 
flicta with England to allow the offer to be 
received as a purely friendly and disinter- 

ested act by the British mind. 

The French statesmen regard Russia's 
intervention as much more probable than 
Germany's or any other nation’s. 

The newspapers here constantly paralle! 
the situation with that of Afhericans when 
fighting for independence 125 years ago/and 
give credit to American sentiment with be- 
ing fully in sympathy with the Boers. 


French Diplomat’s Opinion. | 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS. ] 

PARIS, March 13.—The following exposi- 
tion of France's attitude in the matter of 
intervention in the Anglo-Transvaal war, 
which, it is said, has been solicited by Presi- 
dent Kruger, has-been secured from a high 
government Official. The official in question 
said: 

“We believe it is true the Transvaal has 
sent a request to the powers for their inter- 
vention, though up to this morning President 
Kruger’s message has not reached us. As 
far as France is concerned, she certainly 
will not take the initiative in offering Eng- 
land mediation, nor will Russia, for the dual 
alliance is naturally working together in 
this question. 

“We feel that in the present excited state 
of public feling in England, and especially 
as regards ourselves, any step taken by the 
French government would defeat its own 
object, and instead of opening a way to 
honorable peace would act as oil on flames, 
and probably only create fresh complica- 
tions. 

“ We consider that overtures for mediation 
can emanate from some power whose cor- 
dial relations with England prevent such a 
suggestion being construed as an unfriendly 
act. The Emperor of Germany, for instance, 
might take the initiative, or President Mc- 
Kinley, without fear of creating the fric- 
tion which stands in the way of any such 
action on our part, and after this is done 
full reliance can be placed on the unqualified 
support of France and Russia, whose only 
desire is to see the end of the bloodshed, 
and who are eager to lend their good offices 
in bringing about this end.”’ 


Germany Denies Discourtesy. 
(8"ECIAL CABLE TO THE CHIVAGO TRIBUNE BY 
D. B. MACGOWAN. ; 

BERLIN, March 13.—Correcting the Reu- 
ter message from Durban, which stated that 
Germany refused to mediate between Great 
Britain and the Transvaal, the Foreign office 
declares that Germany answered Presidents 
Kruger and Steyn that she was willing to 
participate in mediation when both parties 
expressed a desire for mediation. The cor- 
rection, however, leaves no doubt of Ger- 
many’s refusal to take the lead.

CLINGS TO HOPE IN AMERICA. 


Montagu White, the Boer Agent, Says 
All Nations Look to United 
States for Mediation. 


New York, March 132. —Montagu White, 
agent in this country for the Boers, on his 
return from Washington tonight said: 

“T had an hour’s conversation with Mr. 
Hill, the Assistant Secretary of State. I 
cannot, of course, give the details of the 
conversation. I expect to see Mr. Hill again 
Friday next. I believe that Germany, France, 
and Russia would certainly back up any 
movement made by the United States gov- 
ernment in the direction of intervention. 

“I think that the European powers all 
look to this country to take the initiative, 
If any European nation should intervene it 
would tend to destroy the harmony of the 
continent. 

“Most of the powers have interests in 
Africa and their miotives would be ques- 
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tioned, but the United States would have 
nothing to gain except the preservation of 
two sister republics, and no selfish interest 


could be imputed.”’ 
PRESS COMMENT ON REPLY.

ADVANCE OF GEN. KOBBE. 


pETAILS OF OCCUPATION OF SAMAR 
AND LEYTE PORTS. 


Jnsurcents Oppose the American Ex- 
pedition, but Are Soon Put to 
Flight—Natives Oppressed by the 
Agent of Aguinaido, Who Imposed 
Taxes and Forced Them to Join the 
Insurgents’ — Otis Reports That 
Kobbe Is Made Governor. 


CATBALOGAN, Samar Island, Jan. 30.— 
correspondence. |—General Kobbe’s expedi- 
tion for the opening and garrisoning of the 

rts of Luzon, Samar, and Leyte has come 
as far as Catbalogan. The Forty-third Regli- 
ment and part of the Third Artillery were 
jeft at six towns on southern Luzon, and 
the Forty-seventh, under Colonel Murray, 
js here to garrison Samar and Leyte. 

There are two towns on Samar—Calbayog 
and Catbalogan. At the first we had slight 
resistance from 200 armed men on shore, 
gnd the town was occupied without the loss 
of any property. 

At Catbalogan the insurgent General, 
Lukban, fired the town just before we 
janded, and then, having diverted a number 
of our soldiers to extinguish the fire, he 
fought us from the neighboring hills. 


Suffer Tagalo Oppression. 

- Lukban has commanded the Filipino forces 
jn Samar and Leyte unmolested for one year. 
He came down from Luzon, duly accredited 
py Aguinaldo, and immediately proceeded to 
enrich himself, though nominally acting for 
the Filipino government, by collecting al! 
manner of taxes and contributions from 
these islanders. 

Lukban was apparently well hated by the 
islanders. He impressed the poorer classes 
into service in the insurgent army, and taxed 
Chinese traders and others of means until 
the Chinamen declined to do business of any 
kind. It is said that Lukban has accumu- 
Jated some $200,000, Mexican money, for him- 


self, and that this money is packed in strong, . 


small boxes, ready for flight and instant re- 


gnoval. 


A year’s unmolested sway gave time for 
the Tagalo leaders to perfect their system of 
government, which is founded upon Spain’s 
former methods, and to establish a well- 
organized tlrough poorly equipped army of 
a few thousand men. 

On the morning of Jan. 23 the Nashville, 
the Helena, and the Maraveles, followed by 
the smaller transports, reached Calbayog 
Port. On shore the Visayan soldiers and the 
townspeople were ready to surrender, but 
the night before Miguel Lukban, a son of 
the General, came over from Catbalogan and 
forced the natives into resisting us. This 
they did, but feebly. 


Fight at Catbalogan. 

As the three American warships steamed 
into Catbalogan on the morning of Jan. 27 
the townspeople could be seen fleeing to the 
woods and along the beach. The trenches 
were visible, and there were but few signs 
of rebel soldiers. A British flag was dis- 
played over the warehouses of an English 
commission firm. 

At 8:40 the order to land was given. At 
the same moment smoke was seen rising 
over three of the largest buildings in the 
town. Our landing parties were not fired on. 
In fac& the fighting did not begin until the 
Americans reached the outskirts of town 
Our first landing party turned its attention 
to putting out the fires, while another de- 
tail looked for the enemy—and found them. 

By lidgclock the actual fighting wasover, 
and we had one man killed and three wound- 
ed. But the town still burned fiercely until 
‘early in the afternoon. 
~ We learn that about 200 armed men op- 
posed us here, and that General Lukban isa 
fugitive in the hills. 


Kobbe Is Made Governor.. 

Washington, D. C., March 13.—General 
Otis has notified the War department that 
he has appointed Brigadier General William 
A. Kobbe, U. 8. V., Military Governor of the 
Province of Albay, Luzon, and of the Island 
of Cataduanes, and, temporarily, to subserve 
immediate purposes, of the Islands of Samar 
and Leyte.

Kensit vigorously de- 
nounced what he termed “idolatry in the 
Church of England,”’ while Vicar Humphreys 
made an equally spirited reply. 

After the two columns had talked them- 
selves ho q the police stepped in and 
recovered the articles taken from the 
sanctuary and turned them over to the vicar. 
They also took the names.of the Kensit 
party and dispersed the crowds.

‘Henri Didon was born at Touvet, Isére, 
March 17, 1840, and at an early age entered 
the Dominican order, taking his vows in 
1862. At the age of 28, after studying in 
Rome, he made his first appearance as a 
preacher in Paris and soon became noted as 
a disciple of| Lacordaire, of whose liberal 
Catholicism he was an ardent advocate. 
After his appointment as Prior of the Do- 
minican monastery of the Rue St. Jean de , 
Beauvais in Paris he gave a series of lect- 
ures which made him notable. 

In 1879 he took up the subject of divorce 
and treated the subject so plainly from the 
pulpit that he was summoned to Rome and 
sent into disciplinary seclusion in Corsica, 
where for eighteen months he devoted him- 
self to study.

DESPLAINES OVERFLOW EXPECTED 
TO PROVE DRAINAGE CANAL. 


Chief Engineer Randolph Looks for 
the Big Ditch to Prevent Pollution 
of Water Supply by Muddy Stream 
Pouring Over the Spillway Durins 
Regular Spring Rise—Illinois Vut- 
ley Reports—Delegation of loelic« 
Powers—Off for Washington. 


The first test of the efficiency of the sani- 
tary channel as a means of preventing ihe 
pollution of the city’s water supply is being 
made by the mild weather and the consequent 
rise of the Desplaines River. The rapid 
swelling of the flow in the river yesterday 
afforded indication that another warm day 
would see the flood running over the spill- 
way into the Ogden ditch and backing up as 
far as Robey street. 

Chief Engineer Randolph of the sanitary 
district and all the trustees kept a close 
watch to see whether the overflow of the 
Desplaines would be attended by serious re- 
sults. When Mr. Randolph left his residence 
in Riverside in the morning he noted the state 
of the water gauge and was confident by 
night the spillway would be covered by a 
torrent. 

At noon the Desplaines was swollen to the 
full capacity of its banks and the lowlands 
were covered with water. A gradual rise 
was noted during the afternoon, but the max- 
imum height apparently was reached by 
dark. At 7 p. m. the sanitary district po- 
lice at Summit reported the ievel of the 


spillway. | 
Engineer Randolph’s Views. 


“I confidently expect to see the Desplaines 
River give a practical demonstration of the 
value of the drainage channel,” said En- 
gineer Randolph, ‘‘ within a few days. The 
Desplaines can be counted on to overflow 
its banks every spring, and it has been rising 
at a rate today that ought to send the water 
over the spillway before tomorrow night. 
Then the people of Chicago will see the wis- 
dom in the plans for the drainage channel. 
The muddy waters of the Desplaines, in- 
stead of pouring into the Chicago River and 
Lake Michigan and polluting the Water sup- 
ply of the city, will be carried away by the 
channel and its collateral at Kedzie avenue 
and turned once more into the Desplaines at 
Lockport.” 

Alarming reports reached the Sanitary 
Trustees and the chief engineer as a conse- 
quence of the floods in the Illinois River Val- 
ley. Information was that both the Des- 
plaines and Illinois Rivers were the highest 
they have been in years, ‘that all of the 
bottom lands in the Illinois Valley had been 
overflowed, and that the farmers owning the 
bottom lands were preparing to bring dam- 
age suits against the Sanitary District. 

“We are not scared a little bit by these 
threats,’ said Trustee Jones, “* for no court 
in the United States would hold the board 
responsible for melting snow, and the rise 
in temperature as spring approaches. Less 
than an average of 100,000 cubic feet of 
water has been passing through the control- 
ling works a minute, an amount incapable of 
causing any damage.”’ 

Trustee Jones was highly elated over the 
decision of the Engineering committee to 


and widen the Chicago River in the interests 
of navigation. 

“ The action of the Engineering commit- 
tee,’ he said, “is a notification to the Ili- 
nois Valley people that they will have to be 
contented for a year or more with a flow of 
not more than 200,000 cubic feet a minute 
through the controlling works at Lockport.”’ 


Delegation of Police Powers. 


It is acknowledged to be a doubtful ques- 
tion whether the city lawfully can delegate 
its police powers over the river to the Drain- 
age board. Corporation Counsel Walker 
denied that the city had such a right, but 
Trustee Jones said the matter’ would settle 
itself without any special legislation by the 
City Council.

This evening at 5:30 o’clock the Drainage 
board, with the exception of Trustees Bol- 
denweck and Smith, who are at Hot Springs, 
Ark., will depart for Washington, D. C. The 
trustees will present a memorial to Congress 
through Senator Cullom and Congressman 
Lorimer urging the construction of.a deep 
water canal connecting the lakes and the 
Mississippi, and will have a hearing before 
the River and Harbor committee on Friday 
They will entertain the Illinois 
Congressional delegation at dinner on Fri- 
day night. } 

Mayor Harrison has declined to accompany 
the trustees, alleging that his official duties 
prevent his leaving the city. He has asked 
Commissioner McGann and Corporation 
Counsel Walker to represent him, and they 
will give an answer this morning. Among

Damage Wrought at Joliet. — 
Joliet, Ill., March 13.—[Special.]—The ef- 
fects of the high water were seriously felt 
in Joliet today, when the Ashley plant of the 
American Steel and Wire company was com- 
pelled to shut down. Several hundred men 
are thrown out of employment. The loss 
to the company if work is not soon resumed 
will be large, as the entire output of the 
mill is contracted for for several months 
ahead. : 

A large ice pack has formed in the Illinois 
and Michigan Canal at Channahon, raising 
the water to such a height that the canal 
banks are threatened with destruction. A 
telephone message from the canal office 
requested the water from the Chicago drain- 
age channel be shut off until the danger is 
passed. The flume, extending from the 
drainage channel to the canal and temporar- 
ily used to maintain the Channahon level, 
was closed and the entire flow sent down the 
Desplaines River. In a short time the water 
in the canal was lowered to a point where it 
was impossible to use water power. As the 
Ashley plant depends on this power to oper- 
ate its machinery, a complete cessation of 
work was ordered until the flow its turned on 


again. 


Receiver for Loan Society. 


Judge Tuley yesterday declared his intention 
of appointing a receiver for the Illinois Savings 
and Loan association.

Most people, no doubt, are familiar with 
Gustav Flaubert’s famous historical novel, 
but to those who are not the following 
résumé of the story, as treated by Reyer, 
may.be of value: | 

Salammbo- was the daughter of Hamilcar, 
a Carthaginian General, who lived in the 
third century B.C. After a successful war 
with the Romans, fn which the Carthagin- 
ians were afded by hordes of mercenary sol- 
diers, the allies camped near Carthage. One 
of the barbarian chiefs, Matho, a Lybian, 
meets Salammbo, and love enters their 
hearts. But the mercenaries revolt, and 
choose Matho fer their chief. With the aid 
of a Greek slave Matho gets into the Temple 
of Tanit, tutelary goddess of Carthage, and 
steals the zaimph, a miraculous veil, held 
in profound reverence as the token of the 
city’s greatness and safety.

Mathois 
made a prisoner and condemned to die by 
the hand of the high priest, at Tanit’s altar, 
while the wedding of Salammbo to Narr 
Havas, a Numidian King, is being cele- 
brated. - The populace cry out that Salamm- 
bo, having rescued the veil of Tanit, should 
be the one to slay Matho. She takes the 
sword, but instead of plunging it Inta Ma- 
tho’s breast she stabs herself. Matho, break- 
ing the bonds which are holding him, rushes 
to the dying Salammbo, and, taking her in 
his arms, snatches the sword and kills him- 


self.

URGES UNITY IN CHARITY

‘MACVEAGH PROPOSES A 
CLEARING-HOUSE FOR SOCIETIES. 


> 


| He Declares the Organizations of Chi- 


cago Are Working in Conflict and 
Are Making Paupers of the Poor— 
Says They Should Be Conducted in 
a Businesslike Manner—Lack of Sys- 
tem Places the Giver in a Helpless 
Position. | 


_ Unifleation of all the charitable organiza- 
tions of Chicago into a business institution 
Was urged by Franklin MacVeagh, President 
of the Bureau of Associated Charities, before 
an assemblage at the residence of George H. 
Webster, 2821 Prairie avenue, last night. 
Lack of method in charity work, he said, had 
created unworthy demands and fostered 
pauperism. He referred to some kinds of ap- 
_peals for help as “refined blackmail.”’ Mr. 
MacVeagh’s subject was ‘* The Application 
of Business Methods to Charitable Work in 
Chicago.”’ 

‘‘ At present most of the charitable organi- 


to anybody but themselves,”’ said Mr. Mac- 
Veagh. ‘ They are subject to no inspections, 
and are controlled by no central authority. 
They are working under all colors and sects. 
The whole charity work of the city is run 
under @ go-as-you-please method. The con- 
dition is encouraging many evils. There is 
not enough investigation among the needy, 
and therefore not enough discrimination in 
the giving of relief. 

‘* One of the most serious effects of the 
condition is the duplication by one organiza- 
tion of relief work done by another.. Many 
unworthy people are enjoying assistance 
from several sources, while hundreds of the 
|'worthy helpless are compelled to go unas- 
ere The societies are working in con- 

ct. 

Another result of unbusinesslike meth- 
ods is that many people are made paupers 
by charity which is meant to do them good. 
' There are too many poor people who are 
encouraged to do nothing for themselves. 
They are helped by one society and then 
are turned over to another as a new object 
of charity. In this way the prospect of al- 
ways obtainjng some sort of assistance is 
held out to them and they do not feel forced 
to-.assist themselves. This condition ex- 
ists to some extent among a higher class 
of people, who do not hesitate at employing 
a refined blackmail to gain their ends. 

** Finally, our present system mystifies and 
makes helpless the giver. If he has a con- 
science he is in bad straits. He has no way 
of finding out the justice or injustice of 
claims made upon him. In giving he has 
to act without judgment, for there is no cen- 
tral body to which he can appéal for informa- 
tion. 

‘What Chicago needs is a central clear- 
ing house for all the charitable work of the 
city. It should spread itself in districts 
throughout the city. It should be. conducted 
on strictly business Everything 
should be done on a square |business basis. 
The clearing house should seek not to en- 
courage pauperism and dependency, but to 
discourage it by providing means for self- 
support.’’ 

Ernest P. Bicknell, superintendent of the 
Bureau of Charities, said that there already 
{ was a\ tendency among the ¢harities of the 
city to centralize on the plans pursued in 
London and New York. 

‘The bureau has become! the business 
agent of 450 of the 1,000 crime charitable 
societies of the city,’’ said Mr. Bicknell. 
‘‘We are progressing on the lines of two 
ideas—construction and defense. One of 
them means to investigate appeals for aid 
and to organize, and the other means to 


detect and expose fraud.” |

Ifthe 
clerk finds that a voter does not live at the 
house from which he is registered the name 
will be checked oft the verification list. To 
all pérsons whose names are thus checked 
the clerk will be required to mail a notice 
before noon on Friday. On Saturday night 
the lists will be revised and the narhes of 
persons to whom notices have been mailed 
and who have failed to respond will be 
stricken from the roll. 

‘The clerks have been impressed with the 
importance of thorough verification,” said 
Chief Powell. ‘‘ Failure on the part of the 
clerks to check off names of persons not liv- 
ing at places registered from would open up» 
a chance for fraudulent voting. For in- 
stance, if in each precinct ten names should 
be allowed to remain illegally on the list, in 
the city there could be 11,200 fraudulent 
votes cast at the spring elections or at the 
primaries in May. There will be 2,254 clerks 
at work. 

‘* Persons whose names are checked off by 
the clerks will be sent notices to appear at 
their polling places and show qualification 
for voting.’’

| statement that he had given directions to 


FINDS SAMPSON TOO BAD, 


EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE CALLS HIS 


NOMINATION A DISGRACE. 


He Is the First Party Nominee Ever. 
Repudiated in Chicago—Thomas J. 
Todd Will Run as Independent with 
City Hall Backing—Cullerton to Do 
Likewise—Herrmann’s Defeat to Be 
Investigated — Conditions in Other 
Wards, 


The Executive committee of the Demo- 
cratic County committee adopted resolu- 
tions yesterday denouncing the nomination 
of ‘‘ Major’’ John Sampson for Alderman 
of the Twenty-third Ward as a disgrace, 
and declared in favor of an independent can- 
didate as a further mark of disapproval. 
An order went forth from the City Hall to 
suspend every job holder credited to that 
ward who participated in Sampson’s nomi- 
nation. 

In Democratic circles the affair is regarded 
as Something more than an ordinary politi- 
cal sensation. It is the first time that the 
Democratic managers in Chicago ever de- 
nounced and repudiated a Democratic nomi- 
neetfor any office. But Chairman Gahan, 
Secretary Burke, and neafly all the com- 
mitteemen said they could not afford to 
overlook so bad a case as this. The resolu- 
tions unanimously adopted in executive 
meeting read: 

Whereas, Thetnomination of John (alias ‘‘ Ma- 
jor ’’) Sampson for Alderman in the Twenty-third 
Ward is a disgrace not only to those participating 
in such nomination, but is calculated as well to 
bring disgrace on the decent Democracy of the 
ward and on the Democratic party of the city; and 

Whereas, Mere protests against Sampson's nom- 
ination would be ineffectual in the direction of 
wiping out the stain; be it 

Resolved, By the Executive committee of the 
Democratic County committee, that the decent 
Democrats of the Twenty-third Ward, who 
place respectability abdéve ruffianism, be called 
on to prepare a petition as soon as posrible in 
behalf of some Democratic citizen who will re- 
flect honor on the ward and represent the true 
Democracy of the ward. 

Resolved, That this committee declares its in-— 
tention to lend every aid in its power in the inter- 
est of such a candidate. 

Alderman Brennan was the only member 
of the committee to oppose the action taken. 
He protested that the Democratic party 
was degenerating when it proposed to accede 
to the wishes of reformers. The Alderman 
lost his temper and left the meeting. 


T. J. Ford Will Run 


Captain Thomas J. Ford, drill master for 
the Police department, agreed to become a 
candidate by petition. It is said he will be 
given every possible assistance by the ad- 
ministration. The Mayor denied Mr. Burke's 


discharge every one who took part at the 
primaries and convention, but early in the 
day heads of departments received a re- 
quest from Henry Lutzenkirchen to furnish 
him the names of Twenty-third Ward em- 
ployés. They number sixty. Some of Samp- 
son’s friends made the charge that Mr. 
Burke was responsible for this move. 

Everything possible will be done to pre- 
vent Sampson's name appearing on the offi- 
cial ballot. Chairman Gahan and Secretary 
Burke were delegated to go before the Board 
of Election Commissioners this afternoon 
and ask for a recount of the ballots. They 
hope to show that most of Sampson's ballots 
were illegal. 


To Investigate Herrmann Case. 


After hearing statements from representa- 
tives of both sides, the Twenty-first Ward 
case was referred to William Webb and 
Frank X. Brandecker for investigation The 
charges of wholesale fraud, buying of votes, 
and open electioneering in polling places did 
not materialize. The controversy, according 
to Mr. Burke, hinges on the question whether 
the friends of Jacob Yondorf, wht was nomi- 
nated, and William Edelmann combined to 
defeat Alderman. Herrmann by unfair 
means. Webb and Brandecker will go before 
the Board of Election Commissioners and 
try to get a recount of the vote. 

John MecGillen said that no better man 
than Yondorf could be nominated and that 
he would fight for him. He was at the meet- 
ing with William C. Asay, his attorney. 


Cullerton Out as Independent. 

Alderman Cullerton announced during the 
day that he would run as an independent 
candidate in the Ninth. 

‘*I was beaten at the primaries,” said he, 
‘*by the City Hall influence, which used 
methods I do not propose to submit to. I 
intend to do what I have never done before, 
and run as an independent. I shall make a 
personal canvass of the ward, and I think 
at election day I can demonstrate that with 
fair primaries I would have received the 
nomination.”

Some complaints 
reached Senator Cullom and he*wrote a let- 
ter to General Ludington on’ the subject, 
which is in substance as follows: 
“T cannot understand, as I have often said 
before, why it is that goods made in Chicago 
and offered tp be sold to the government 


requiring them to be sent to New York for 
examination. Mr. Ellinger is,a bidder on 
‘khaki uniforms, and is the lowest bidder, as 
I understand him. If his bid should be av- 
cepted he would save the government all the 
charges for transportation, more than $4,000, 

.and yet he is called upon to send his goods to 
New York to be examined. - 

“I dislike to be continually calling the at- 
tention of the Quartermaster 'to such mat- 
ters, but insist it is the duty of the govern- 
ment to send a man to Chicago to examine 
goods and accept or reject them.

show that the army is entitled to this high 
grade officer. The record of the army shows 
that six times during its history the grade 
of Lieutenant General has existed, and that 


four times that of General h 

as heen 
in use. The regular army has never 
been as large as at present, the aggre- 


Bate strength being 68,069, and since 1895, 
when Lieutenant General Schofield retired, 
has been commanded by a Major General. 

During the existence of the regular estab- 
lishment the army was commanded by a 
General for twenty-five years, by a Lieuten- 
ant General sixteen years, while officers of 
the grade of Major General have commanded 
the force for fifty-eight years. Perhaps the 
most interesting information gathered on 
the subject has been a comparison of the 
higher grades of foreign armies with those 
of our own. 

In German# and England there are 
respectively nine and eight Field Marshals, 
of which we have never hadia corresponding 
rank. Germany has 63 Field Marshal Gen- 
erals, England 71, Russia 100, Italy 5, Den- 
mark 1, Japan 4, Sweden 1, and Brazil 4, 
this grade being equal to that of our General. 

All nations have Generals of Division, who 
are equal to our Lieutenant Generals, and 
the smaller countries are liberally supplied 
with these exalted officers, Italy having 58, 
Spain 15, Denmark 2, and Mexico 10. There 
is the same liberality shown by foreign coun- 
tries in the grade of General of Brigade, 
which corresponds with our Major General, 
Italy having 91, Spain 218, Japan 32, Sweden 
39, Brazil 16, and Mexico 68. We have but 
three, one of whom, the senior, is detailed to 
command the army.

Senator Depew made an appeal for the 
House bill, and he was interrupted by Sen- 
ator Davis, who told the caucus unless Con- 
gress authorized free trade between Porto 
Rico and the United States, the Repub- 
licans would lose Minnesota next fall. 

Senator Aldrich opened the debate and 
made a strong plea for the tariff bill as it 
passed the House. He dwelt at some length 
on the fact that the Republicans of the 
House were hearing from their constituents 
in no uncertain tones, and they were being 
urged to vote for free trade and undo the 
injustice the House had sought to impose 
upon the Porto Ricans. He said if any more 
changes were made in the bill it would be 
impossible to get the House to agree to them. 

Senator- Hanna also favored the measure 
as it passed the House, and urged his col- 
leagues to pass the bill without changing 
the rate of duty. Senator Foraker, who has 
the measure in charge, and who is willing 


to make\any reasonable compromise on the 
tariff to Sycure the adoption of the bill, pro- 
viding it is coupled with the governmental 


features, appealed to his associates to act 
in harmony ‘for the good of the party. The 
attitude of the Ohio Senator seemed to have 
a good effect upon those present. 

Senator Depew then took the floor and 
spoke for half an hour. He referred to the 
peculiar attitude of the party and urged the 
Republicans to adopt the bill as it came 
from the House. He said the Democrats 
now had the Republicans in a bad hole. He 
said they now stood on the ground origin- 
ally held by the Republicans. It would be 
a bad move for the party, he said, to change 
its position again, and it would be unfortu- 
nate, and perhaps disastrous, if another 
change of front was made. 


Davis Fears for Minnesota. . 

He was then interupted by Senator Davis, 
who warned his party associates that Min- 
nesota would be found in the Democratic 
column next fall if free trade was not given 
to Porto Rico. 

Senator Elkins wanted the whole matter 
left to the President, and he hoped this plan 
would be adopted, as the next Congress 
would be in a better position than this one 
to deal with the problems confronting Con- 
gress. 

Then those who favored free trade took 
the floor. Among these were Senators 
Mason and Wellington, who declared they 
would not dare face their constituents if the 
Porto Ricans were not given free trade. 
Senator Carter was another who wanted the 
tariff barriers removed, and in a streng 
speech made a plea for the Porto Ricans ana 
pointed out the advantages which would ac- 
crue to the commerce of the island and this 
country. Senator Simon fell in line with the 
others who believe free trade should be 
given the islanders as a matter of simple 
justice. His remarks were brief but earnest. 

The diverse opinions ‘were perplexing to 
the friends of the measure, who have not 
given up the fight and declare they will 
carry their point in the end. It was said no 
one would be bound by the action of the 
caucus, and an adjournment was taken until 
tomorrow afterndon. All day long cloak- 
room conferences were held, and at times 
there were less than a half-dozen Repub- 
licans in the Senate Chamber. It was hoped 
enough progress had been made to reach 
an agreement at the caucus, but this was 
not done. 

Tonight a few Senators met at the home 
of Senator Hanna to discuss the situation 
and to devise means to get the Republicans 
together. 


Provisions of the Amended Bill. 
The revised Foraker bill differs from his 


“origiral measure in these main points: 


The Porto Ricans will be called citizens of 
Porto Rico, not citizens of the United States: 
no provision will be made for a delegate to 
Congress from the island, but the repre- 
sentative of the Porto Ricans will be called 
a commissioner or some name other than 
delegate; products of the United States will 
be admitted to the island free of duty, but 
a duty of 15 per’cent of the Dingley rates 
will be levied on exports from Porto Rico 
coming into this country; the judiciary 
feature of the bill. is changed so as to place 
the island judiciary upon the same footing 
as is the territorial Judiciary of the United 
States, instead of making the courts of the 
island a part of the second United States 
judicial district, thus permitting cases to 
come from the island courts straight to the 
Supreme Court of the United States with- 
out having passed through the United States 
Courts of Appeals. The $2,000,000 appropri- 
ation also will be tacked on the measure, so 
as to make all the Porto Rican legislation 
come into one bill. 

It is said tonight that Representative 
Payne has assured the friends of the Fora- 
ker bilf that if it passes the Senate in its 
present form the House will enact it into 
law.

STATUS OF LAKE FRONT CASE. 


City May Sue to Recover“ Made ” Land 
—Illinois Central Expected to 
Ask Council for Property. 


Action may be taken by the city to recover 
from the Illinois Central railroad the 

made’ lands the company now occupies 
on the lake front. Mayor Harrison has 
called on the Law department for an opinion 
as to the scope of the recent decision of the 
United States Supreme Court, and if it is 
found the company is in possession of lands 
belonging to the city legal proceedings for 
dispossession may be begun, or the company 
‘be compelled to compensate the city for the 
property so held. It is reported that the 
railroad company already is considering the 
advisability of making application to the 
City Council for the ‘“‘ made ” lands now oc- 
cupied. 

The company now occupies twelve acres of 
euch land at the foot of Randolph street and 
six acres at Twelfth street, besides a number 
of small strips of filled land along the lake 
front as far south as Fifty-first street. When 
the company constructed its roundhouses at 
the foot of Twenty-sixth street it built re- 
taining walls out in the lake, east of the new 
buildings, and began to fill within the walls. 
This was stopped by an injunction secured by 
the city. Under the federal court decision 
the city will compel, probably, the company 
to remove the retaining walls and restore 
the lake shore to its former condition. 

“The city will have the right to file a bill 
in chancery, declaring the land or any build- 
ings constructed on filled-in land a nuisance,”’ 
said Assistant Corporation Counsel Brown- 
ing, “‘ and if it is found that the city’s rights 
are encroached on the company will be com- 
pelled to tear down the buildings and dig out 
the land. On the other hand, the city prob- 
ably would have the right to accept a satis- 
factory offer for the land from the com- 
pany.”’ 

Commissioner McGann believes the Su- 
preme Court decision will enable thecity not 
only to reclaim the “ made” land from the 
Illinois Central company, but also will result 
in the city getting possession of the filled-in 
tract on the north shore, extending from 
Chicago avenue to Pearson street. Suit was 
brought by the city for this piece of land 
some time ago. 

Notice was served on the Illinois Central 
in the afternoon, by order of Commissioner 
McGann, ,that the company would not be 
allowed to continue filling in at the foot of 
Thirty-first street, outside its 200-foot right 
of way. 

The Illinois Central officigls interpret the 
decision to mean that they can retain pos- 
session of all the filled-in land which they 
now occupy, but that they can go no further 
into the lake. 

Mayor Harrison expressed himself as 
favoring action on the part of the city toen- 
force all the rights accruing to it under the 


decision. 


OPPOSES ADDITIONAL FUND. 


House Naval Committee Not Inclined 
Approve Secretary Long’s 
Request for $500,000. 


Washington, D. C., March 13.—[Special.]— 
The House Naval committee has raised a 
question as to the necessity of acting favor- 
ably upon the estimate of $500,000 to 
establis an emergency fund to be 
placed at the discretion of the President 
for use in connection with the navy. The 
members of the committee have called upon 
Secretary Long for some explanation of the 
estimate, which they deem excessive, and for 
some explanation also of the meaning of the 
words “‘ unforseen contingencies '’ which are 
used to designate the large item. 

Secretary Long has advised the committee 
that the words show the difficulty of stating 
the uses to which such a fund will be devot- 
ed, and he points out that with the Philip- 
pines in our possession, and with three- 
fourths of the naval fleet in those waters 
and one-half of the marine forces on duty 
in that vicinity, many matters are liable to 
arise that cannot be foreseen, and the best 
explanation of the uses of the $500,000 emer- 
gency fund he found to be in the statement 
of the manner of expending a similar amount 
appropriated last year. A large part of the 
same went to pay the cost of labor furnished 
by more than a thousand natives, who were 
employed in the dock yards at Cavite, and 
unloading transports and colliers. 

Congressman Wheeler of the committee 
has suggested that the contingent funds set 
aside for each bureau should be sufficient 
for the needs of the government in that di- 
rection. 

Secretary Long has at his disposal $5,000 
which he may appropriate as he pleases, 
while under pay of the navy there is a con- 
tingent fund of $100,000; under Bureau of 
Ordnance, $30,000; under Bureau of Equip- 
ment, $25,000; under Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery, $30,000; Bureau of Supplies dnd 
Accounts, $150,000; Bureau of Steam En- 
gineering, $16,000, and other funds 
to a total of $412,300, which, with 
the estimate of $500,000, would give 
the department control of nearly $1,000,- 
000, to be expended in any direction deemed 
wise, and in anticipation of matters which 
cannot be foreseen. 

The opinion of the committee seems to be 
that the $500,000 extra which is to be placed 
at the disposal of the President fs too large 
a sum to be set aside in addition to what the 
committee deems the liberal contingent 
funds allowed the various naval bureaus. 


DR. A. W. HARLAN A BANKRUPT. 


His Largest Liability Is a Judgment 
for $231,367 as a Bondsman for 
Former Banker Spalding. 


Dr. Alison W. Harlan, who was one of the 
bondsmen for Charles W. Spalding, former 
President of the Globe Savings association 
and treasurer for the University of Illinois, 
has filed a petition in bankruptcy. He gives 
as his largest debt a judgment for $231,367 
in favor of the university and against him- 
self and others on Spalding'’s bond as treas- 
urer. Dr. Harlan places his total indebted- 
ness at $294,339, of which $31,500 is secured. 
One of the creditors is the Globe Bank, which 
has a claim for $10,000. His assets are placed 
at $57,492. 

Among other creditors are the State Home 
for Female Offenders, $9,000; and Americap 
Trotting association, $5,000, of both of which 
Spalding was treasurer and Dr. Harlan a 
bondsman. He schedules $7,000 as a claim 
of Harlan Gray, B. D. Wikoff, and H. W. 
Starr, whose deposits in the Globe he had 
guaranteed.

Great difficulty is being experienced by the 
Western General Passenger Agents in get- 
ting the Canadian Pacific to agree to stop 
paying ticket commissions. As a condition 

to doing so the Canadian road makes the 
most preposterous demands and it is feared 
that the mass-meeting may have to adjourn 
without having accomplished its main ob- 
ject. (One of the demands made by the Ca- 
nadian Pacific is that the Western roads 
should pay it the excess commissions it had 
to pay during the last year to meet the com- 

tition of the American roads. The assent 

yen by the Canadian Pacific to the with- 
érawal of the $25 colonist rate from St. Paul 
to north Pacific coast points on March 25 
may be withdrawn if the commission 
troubles cannot be adjusted. Should the 
Canadian Pacific fail to come to time the 
other roads propose to jointly give the Ca- 
nadian Pacific all the fight it wants. They 
will meet with open rates any commission 
the Canadian Pacific may pay. It is also 
the intention to stop all interchange of busi- 
ness With the Canadian Pacific or its Soo 
Line until it consents to act in harmony not 
only in the commission matter in all rate 


questions. 


Vanderbilts After Clover Leaf. 


Tt ‘is probable that the Vanderbilts soon 
will acquire control of the Toledo, St. Louis 
and Kansas City railroad (Clover Leaf), to 
be operated, like the Nickel Plate and Lake 
Erie and Western, for the benefit of the 
Lake Shore and Michigan Southern. The 
“Clover Leaf ’’ has a short line from Toledo 
to St. Louis and is to be sold under fore- 
closure proceedings. Rumors are current 
that the Pittsburg and Western, which is 
controlled by the Lake Shore, would ar- 
range with the Lake Erie and Western to 
give the “Clover Leaf” a Pittsburg en- 
trance, but the absorbtion of the Lake Erie 
and Western by the Vanderbilts makes such 

It is 
said now that the Vanderbilts, if they 
secure the “ Clover Leaf,’’ will use it as a 
St. Louis outlet for the Lake Shore. 


There are other pafties, however, who. 


would like to secure the ‘‘ Clover Leaf.’’ 
The people who control the Erie think they 
could make excellent use of the ‘* Clover 


Leaf” and they may make an attempt to 


get it. The road has been handicapped hy 
lack of terminals at both ends, and an ar- 
rangement with the Erie would be favorable 


to both systems.

Traffic officials of the Western roads made 
another effort yesterday to induce the East- 
ern traffic officials to resume through bill- 
ing arrangements from Eastern to trans- 
mississippi points via Chicago. The result 
of the abrogation of the old arrangement 
subjects the Chicago-Missouri River lines 
to great loss of revenue. Only a few of the 
Eastern roads were represented at the con- 
ference, and an adjournment was taken until 
this morning. There is small prospect of a 
change of conditions.

Central Passenger association roads held 
a meeting here during the day to consider 
summer tourist rates.

VERDICT FOR ROYAL LEAGUE. 


Appellate Court Declares Saloonkeep- 
er’s Widow Is Not Entitled to 


Benefits from the Society. 


In reversing the order of the Circuit Court 
the case of Mrs. Louisa Moerschbaecher 
against the Supreme Council of the Royal 
league the Appellate Court, through Judge 
Sears, holds that a beneficiary of a saloon- 
keeper, an occupation prohibited by the by- 
laws of the fraternal society, cannot re- 
cover, 
Plaintiff was the widow of Peter Moerech- 
her, a cigarmaker, who joined the 
Royal league in November, 1890, and later 
me a saloonkeeper. He continued to 
Pay his dues till his death in July, 1895. Mrs. 
aechbaecher was awarded a judgment 
of $4000, the amount of her husband’s 
Policy, after a trial before Judge Baker. 
“The constitution of the order,” said 
Judge Sears, “ precluded those engaged in 
the business of keeping a saloon from>mem- 
hip. A later bylaw provided that the 
entering into the proscribed business should 
of itself operate to suspend beneficial rights. 
e husband of the appellee took his mem- 
hip subject to the bylaws existing when 
Joined the order and also subject to such 
amendments thereto as might afterwards 
made. The payment of dues and assess- 
ments by the member and the acceptance of 
them by the order could not, we think, be 
held to nullify the express contract that no 
efit or benefits shall be paid to the bene- 
ry or beneficiaries of any member on

! The Pneumatic Tube Job. 

Chicago, March 11.—[Editor of The Tribune. ]— 
The pestiferous postal pneumatic tube system 
schemhe has recently renewed its importunities. 
It is the Banquo’s ghost which perennially stalks 
the Congressional halls and ever and anon walks 
the floor of our City Council chamber. This only 
too palpably plain attempt to enhance a fat 
private enterprise at government expense should 
be thoroughly throttled and buried so deep that 
it will never be possible to again resurrect it, 
either by blast of Senatorial horn or otherwiss. 

By presenting ambiguously worded statements 
and cunningly phrased clauses the prime pro- 
moters of the scheme attempt to mislead the gen- 
eral public into the idea that they are now pre- 
pared to furnish for less than $3,000,000 a service 
for twenty-seven cities which Senator Wolcott 
stated one year ago would require $25,000,000 to 
establish in twelve cities. What Senator Wolcott 
said at that time was true and is equally true 
today. The expense of establishing, maintain- 
ing, and operating a tube system sufficiently 
comprehensive to transport all of the mail, irre- 
spective of class, and doing away entirely with 
wagon service, would be so enormous that it will 
never be adopted for one city, not to mention 
twenty-seven. Of what advantage would it be 
to have a less comprehensive system—part tube 
and part wagon. Ninety-nine out of every 100 
persons are fully satisfied with the present service. 
It is sufficiently expeditious for all practical pur- 
poses and for all practical and normal people. 

The one-hundredth man, who complains about 
slow time, is one of those feverish, abnormal 
individuals who cannot be pleased with anything 
normal and who, even if we had tubes, would find 
them too slow for him and would want the gov- 
ernment to furnish a public telegraph service. 

The people ere got crying for pneumatic serv- 
ice. They are not anxious to pay ten times as 
much for a new scheme as they pay for a per- 
fectly satisfactory and tried one. And, as a mat- 
ter of fact, it is a question as to whether many 
persons would receive their mail any sooner with 
the tube system than they do now. Certainly 
no ‘more deilveries per day to address would he 
given, and not one of the railway companies would 
rearrange the schedule of a single train. One 
of the active promoters of the tube scheme is 
reported to have stated that a well known packer 
had asserted that as it required an hour and « 
half for the government postal service to transfer 
mail from the central district to the Stock-Yards 
district he employed nine messengers as a sort 
of private service between his central and Stock- 
Yards offices, they making the trip in forty-five 
minutes. Has the general public any interest in 
the number of messengers a private individual 
requires in his private business? Does it follow 
that the general public should be taxed f main- 
tain that special service? Does any one suppose 
that those messengers are employed solely for the 
reason that they can give a quicker service than 
the postoffice can? Does any one suppose that 
with the adoption of a tube system those messen- 
gers would be dispensed with? Not‘at all. They 
fill a special position, arising from the special 
wants of a private individual, and would be em- 
ployed in any event. If we are to have a pneu- 
matic system (we don’t need it) we want the 
which is comprehensive to the last detail and 
one which is strictly a government enterprise 
from A to Z. We don’t want a half-way one’ 
oat Bie de by a coddled private syndicate.

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“PLAIN DUTY’ TO PORTO RICO. 
{From President McKinley’s message to Congress. ] 

Since the cession Porto Rico has been 
denied the principal markets she had long 
enjoyed, and our tariffs have been continued 
against her products as when she was under 
Spanish sovereignty. The markets of Spain 
are closed to her products except upon terms 
to which the commerce of all nations is sub- 
jected. The Island of Cuba, which used to 
buy her cattle and tobacco without customs 
duties, now imposes the same duties upon 
these products as from any other country 
entering her ports. She has, therefore, lost 
her free intercourse with Spain and Cuba, 
without any compensating benefits in this 
market. Her coffee was little known and 
not in use by our people, and, therefore, 
there was no demand here for this one of her 
chief products. The markets of the United 
States should be opened up to her products. 
Our plain duty is to abolish all customs 
tariffs between the United States and Porto 
Rico, and give her products free access to 
our markets.

THE SECRETARY OF WAR’S VIEWS, 

The highest considerations of justice and 
good faith demand that we should not dis- 
appoint the confident expectation of sharing 
in our prosperity with which the people of 
Porto Rico so gladly transferred their alle- 
giance to the United States. We should 
treat the interests of this people as our 
own. I wish most strongly to urge that the 
customs duties between Porto Rico and the 
United States be removed.—Secretary of War 
Root in his annual report.

SHELDON’S FAD PAPER. 

There are two things which every man 
thinks he can do—edit a newspaper and 
poke a fire. A week’s experience at the 
head of a paper is apt to take the con- 
ceit out of any one who goes into the 
work with that assumption. Judging from 
the first specimen of the Rev. Mr. Shel- 
don’s handiwork most people will think 
his paper chiefly notable for its tiresome 
Jack of general interest. This was to be 
expected, for he is simply exploiting his 
fads. He is putting into his paper these 
things which interest him, regardless of 
whether they interest other people or not. 
The first duty of the newspaper editor is 
to put himself into the place of the great 
outside world of readers and seek to de- 
termine’ what interests them, whether it 
interests him or not. This primary law 
of journalism is usually enforced by the 
application of a lingering death penalty 
upon such papers as ignore it. There i8 
no reason to believe Mr. Sheldon’s paper 
would be any exception to the general 
rule in this regard were he to go on with it 

The difficulty is that he is a preache 
and not an editor. He has simply carrie 
the preaching profession into the printin; 
office. The primary function of the edito 
is not to preach but to give the news, jus’ 


er not to give the news but to moralize, 
A good preacher is likely to be a poor 
editor, and a good editor is likely to be a 
poor preacher. Mr. Sheldon is a misfit 
in the editorial chair. His attempt " 
measure the news of the world. by th 
private footrule of what he thinks people 
should be allowed to read or like to read 
is not a success. | 

Mr. Sieldon’s daily paper ddes not differ 
materially from the religious weeklies al+ 
ready published in abundance, except Ln 
it is more primitive and crude in its editoria 
methods. His idea of attaching a little 
sermon to every news item belongs to the 
days of the infancy of journalism. The 
same natural and salutary causes that 
have forced the modern editor to kee} 
his news and views-apart would in due 
time compel Mr. Sheldon to do the same. 
Nor would people continue to read a paper 
which served out all the news in a censcr’s 
pintpot. To compe] them to support such 
a paper would require the Russian idea 
of government or the system that pre- 
vailed in England before Milton made his 
‘plea for | unlicensed printing. 
Public opinion is a sufficient censor for 
the press of any free nation. | 

Juvenal had the right newspaper ide 
when he said that he would choose for 
the subject of his satires “ all things that 
men do”—that he would write of their 
acts, their hopes, their fears, their amuse- 
Any narrower scope kills human 
interest. Dispatches from Topeka state 
that Sheldon’s paper is not satisfac- 
tory to the regular subscribers and that 
they are buying outside papers freely to 
get the news. Here is the public verdict 
in a nutshell. Probably when the end 
of the week arrives Mr. Sheldon will be 
as glad to get out of the newspaper busi- 
ness as the readers of the Topeka Capita 
will be glad-to have him out. | 


FUTILE PEACE OVERTURES. 

The peace overtures of Presidents 
Kruger and Steyn have been answered as 
they may haye anticipated and must have 
feared they would be. The closing sen- 
tence of Lord Salisbury’s answer is: 


Her Majesty’s government can only answer your 
Honors’ telegram by saying it is not prepared ta 
assent to the independence of either the South 
African Republic or the Orange Free State. 


Popular feeling in England will tolerate 
no other ahswer. There has been too much 
fighting and the mortality lists have been 
too great.. Human nature in England is 
the. same as it would be anywhere else 
under similar ‘circumstances. 

It may be that when, the two Presi- 
dents thade those overtures they did sp 


the British government, but hoping’ that 
some other government might be moved 
to sympathy by this quasi confession of 
defeat and intervene in behalf of the weak- 
er side. There seem to be no signs of such 
intervention, however. If any of the con- 
tinental powers do feel inclined to take 
action of that kind they are waiting until 
the game has been played a little longer 
and the intentions of the combatants are 
better understood. | 

What Presidents Kruger and Steyn wil 
do, now their peace proposals have been 
rejected, is uncertain. The latter is in the 
more perplexing position of the two. ‘The 
capital of his State is probably now in the 
possession of the English forces. The 
South African Republic is for the moment 
bearing the brunt of the war, as Virginia 
did during the rebellion. It will come a 
little hard on its citizens to keep on fight- 
ing after they have had to retreat far from 
their homes. As for President Kruger, ie 
has the men-and the resources, presumably, 
with which to carry on war for a long 
time to come. He is an obstinate man, like 
General Grant, and his people are an ob- 
stinate people. | 

Yet it may be that President Kruger is 
satisfied now he made a mistake when he 
issued his ultimatum. He may have be- 
lieved that a sudden dash inte Natal and 
the Cape Colony would be followed by an 
uprising of the inhabitants in favor of the 
Boers. ‘The confederates reasoned thus 
when they invaded Maryland. If there 
had been such an uprising in south Africa 
there would be no peace overtures now. 
But even if Kruger has been disappointed 
in his hopes it is a long ways from Bloem- 
fontein to Pretoria, and there is many a 
point on the road where the Boers can 
check the British advance... It may be 
some time yet before President Kruger 
makes up his mind—he may never do so— 
to accept the kind of peace England will 
grant.

returns to Manhattan again he will at 
least try to realize, in his feeble way, 
that New York demands more than good 
acting from the players whom it honors 
with its patronage. In that case there 
is still hope that he may at least be able 
to pay expenses during a run in the metrop- 
olis. An offer to give a box of caraniels 
or chewing gum with every matinée seat 
would undoubtedly pack the house at an 
afternoon performance of “ The Merchant 
of Venice,” while a free distribution of all- 
wool underwear would, beyond question, 
greatly increase the drawing power of 
Robespierre.” |

THE END OF “FREE SILVER.” 

Last week the Senate concurred in the 
report of the conference committee on the 
gold standard bill. The House did so yes- 
terday. he President will put his name 
to the bill as soon as it reaches him. 
Thereupon the silver question, which has 
been a burning issue for a quarter of a 
century, will vanish from the stage, per- 
haps never to return to it. Considering 
the long lease of life that question has had, 
the mischief it wrought, and the greater 
mischief it came near Causing, the people 
can get along without it for a century or 
more, | 

Just as the issues growing out of the 
civil war were losing force, silver came 
to the front. In the summer of 1876 Con- 
gress selected a joint commission to as- 
certain why silver was depreciating in value 
and whether the double standard should 
be restored. Since then Congress ahd the 
country have been drenched with free sil- 
ver to the saturation point. During the 
long controversy the two Houses of Con- 
gress changed roles. In 1S77 the lower 
branch was for free coinage. It reflected 
the sentiments of constituencies still suf- 
fering from the effects of the panic of 
1873 and which were of the opinion that 
“more money " was the only cure for busi- 
ness depression. The Senate- was con- 
servative. | It would do no more than grant 
limited coinage on government account. As 
time went by the House learned wisdom 
The latter became 
the citadel of free silverism. . 

The Democratic party, which had been 


~affiicted with greenbackism after the war, 


became the victim of the free silver craze, 


and as a consequence has been sadly 
demoralized for some years. The Repub- 
lican party was more fortunate. It coquet- 


ted with the white metal, but went no fur- 
ther. When the critical moment came in 
1896 it stood firmly on the right side. But 
the country had a frightfully narrow es- 
cape that year, and there would not have 
been so much danger if the Republican 
party had been wiser and braver in preced- 
ing years. It is not safe to deal tenderly 
with financial heresies. They have a rank 
growth when not trampled under foot at 
once. Those heresies have plagued the 
United States from time to time since 
colonial days. 
other “cheap money ” mania in store for 
us. But if it comes it is devoutly to be 
hoped that it will not last so long and 
do so much mischief as the one over which 
a tombstone has just been set up.

THE GEYSERS OF THE YELLOWSTONE 
The French scientific journal, Ciel et 
Terre, expresses regret At the probability 
that the wonderful geysers in Yellowstone 
Park ‘will become extinct during the next 
ten years, if the present decrease in their 
activity shall continue. It notes thatthe 
Roaring Mountain, though still send- 
ing out clouds of steam, has lost its 
roar, indicdting an abatement of its 
subterranean force, and that the Foun- 
tain in the Lower Basin, and the 
Splendid, and Beehive, and Grant in the 
Upper Basin have practically ceased spout- 
ing, and foresees that all the rest will go 
the same way, and within a decade wil! 
be reduced to the conditions of the Terraces 
at the entrance to the park and the Paint 
Pots. | 
Whatever may be the agency which pro- 
duces these natural phenomena, whether it 
be electrical or chemical energy or the ac- 
tion of internal fires, it is not unlikely that 
the hidden force some time will cease, but 
it is not likely that the splendid display will 
end within the time fixed by our French 
contemporary. Some of the geysers men- 
tioned by it, like the Beehive and Splendid, 
were never anything but small affairs. Tt 
is true the volume of water thrown by the 
Fountain, which makes up in quantity 
what it lacks in the height of its eruption, 
has been reduced, but as if to compensate 
for this, a new fountain, immediately ad- 
joining it, which for years had only been 
a beautiful boiling spring like the Rain- 
bow, the Angel, and the Prismatic Lake, 
has suddenly become a geyser and exceeds 
the old Fountain in its discharge. Other 


“Springs, of which there are thousands in 


the park, now boiling in their bowls of 
geyserite, may yet imitate its example. 
Science is as unable to tell when the 
geysers will \cease their emissions as it is 
to fix a date when new ones may begin op- 
erations. It does not yet accurately know 
what is the nature of the forces which cause + 
them. Upon this subject the scientists are 
not agreed.They have no fixed data to rea- 
son from, for the past life of one geyser 
gives no clew to the length of life of another. 
One geyser differs from another in its en- 
vironments as one geyser differs from an- 
other in glory. But should all other gey- 
sers become extinct and the present ther- 
mal! springs fail to develop into “ spouters,” 
there is still a geyser left of which Ciel et 
Terre takes no note. Of Faithful has 
never failed, day or night, since it first sent 
its beautiful column of water. st®am, and

AY Russia drops another day be- 
we the rest of the world. Today, 
in Russta, Greece, and the other 
east-European countries, where the 
Greek Church is predominant, 1s 
while in the rest of the civilized 
world it is March 14. The loss of another 
day is due to the fact that 1900 is a leap year 
in the Julian calendar, which is still in use 
in Russia, while most other countries have 
long adopted the Gregorian calendar, in 
which the years ending with two ciphers are 
not leap years unless they are divisible by 
400. This year there were, therefore, twen- 
ty-nine days in February in Russia, while 
elsewhere there were but twenty-eight. So 
instead of being twelve days behind the rest 


of the world, as they have been since 1800, 
the countries 


in which the 
old-style or 
Julian calen- 
dar is still in 
use will have 
to add thir- 
teen days to 
catch up to 
their neigh- 
bors. 

The! correct- 
ing of this 
ever - increas- 
ing difference 
between the 
two calendars 
has been much 
agitated in 
Russia during 
the last ten 
years, but has 

met 
Pope Gregory XIII. decided 


opposition from the conservatives of the 
empire, and especially from the clergy. 
Now, however, the young Czar has taken the 
matter in hand and has appointed a com- 
mission of professors and ministers, whose 
duty it is to devise some plan by which the 
change from the Julian to the Gregorian cal- 
endar may be accomplished. The official 
organ of the Russian Church, the Zerkewny 
Westnik, also favors the reform, so, with 
such sanction, something tangible is almost 
certain to come from the commission's work. 

All the trouble grows out of the fact that 
when Julius Cesar reformed the calendar 
in 45 B. C. he made the solar year 365 days 6 
hours long, while as a matter of fact the year 
really contains only 365 days 5 hours 49 min- 
utes and a fraction. In the progress of the 
years, therefore, the difference between the 
solar year and the year of the Julian calen- 
dar gradually increased, until in 1582 it 
amounted to a total of ten days. Matters 
were brought 
to a climax 
when, in 1582, 
Easter day. 
fell outside 
the time fixed 
for it by the 
Nicene coun- 
cil. Pope Greg- 
ory XIII. took 
heroic meas- 
ures to catch 
up with the 
ten days 
which had 
been lost since 
the Julian cal- 
endar had 
been adopted. 
He ordered 
that in Octo- 
ber, 1582, after 
the 4th the 
15th should be 
written. The Protestants in Germany, when 
over a century later they adopted the Gre- 
gorian calendar, were obliged to adopt simi- 
lar means, and the day after Feb. 18 in the 
year 1700 they made March 1. In Great 
Brftain and its colonies the Gregorian cal- 
endar was not adopted until 1752, when Sept. 
14 was written as immediately following 
Sept. 3. 

In order to prevent the losing of more days 
in the future Pope Gregory provided that 
every year which is divisible by four should 
be a leap year, adding an extra day to the 
month of Pebruary, except. the end of the 
century years—those ending with two 
ciphers—which shall be leap years only when 
divisible by 400. Thus 1900, though a leap 
year in the Russian or Julian calendar, is 
not a leap year according to the Gregorian 
or modern style of reckoning. Because of 
this fact Russia, as heretofore explained,

But though the honor of promulgating and 
securing the adoption of the Gregorian cal- 
endar belongs 
without ques- 
tion to Pope 
Gregory XIIL., 
the real work 
of making the 
necessary 
mathematical 
calculations 
was done be- 
forehand by a 
man named 
Louis Lilio, 
who died be- 
fore his great 
proposal was 
submitted to 
the Pope for 
adoption. 
When Pope 
Gregory deter- 
mined that 
some reform 
must be made 
he gathered about him a group of the most 
famous scholars and mathematicians of the 
age. To them the memoir of Louis Lilio 
was submitted and by them was finally 
adopted and made the basis of the papal bull, 
which made all the wheels of Christendom 
leap forward.
